Big Schorr Stable Reaches the Track in Prime Con- 
dition, as Also Does the Clark Stable from San 
Francisco— Other Arrivals. 



Now Orleans. La., December 3. — John W. Schorr’s 
strong aggregation of racers reachced the Fair 
Grounds Thursday from Louisville after an unevent- 
ful trip. The horses shipped in good condition. 
They were in charge of John F. Schorr, who will 
supervise their training. There were eighteen iu 
the consignment, all in prime condition to race 
and intended to engage often in contests during the 
fifty-six days of lo<*al racing. The star of the 
consignment is the crack throe-year-old Ed Crump. 
Others iu the string include Mars Cassidy. Linden- 
tlial. Dick Williams. Aunt Josie. Goldcrest Boy, 
Itatina. Miss Kline. Eddie Delling. Politician, Brown- 
stone. Miss Georgia, Pleasureville and five yearlings. 

Originally it was the intention of Mr. Schorr to 
send twenty-two of his horses here hut just prior 
to shipping he considered it liest to leave Froglegs 
and three others behind. Froglegs was sent *.o 
K<*culaud Farm, where he will lie mated with 
several choice mares. Messrs. Schorr and Keene 
formed a breeding partnership last summer. 

With the Schorr consignment came the crack 
sprinter Bring hurst, which Louis Tauber recently 
purchased from Senator Johnson X. Camden, chair- 
man of the Kentucky State Racing Commission. 
Jockey F. Judy, a promising apprentice, who will 
do most of the riding for the Schorr stable, came 
with the horses. 

Another big band of racers that arrived yester- 
day was that of C. W. Clark, the California million- 
aire 8|M>rtsinaii. Tliey arrived from San Francisco 
in charge of John Ixiwe. In his consignment were 
Rose Marion. Friskv. Aunt Sal. Bas Blanc. Rose- 
point. Dr. Mack, Tbeodorita, Brynlimah and four 
yearlings. 

From Lexington. Ky., came James Baker with his 
own horses, headed by Irish Gentleman and the 
second division of the stalde of R. L. Baker, in- 
cluding Beulah S. and Syrian. Others that arrived 
at the same time were the horses owned by John 
O. Whitlow. T. F. Brannon and Preston West. 

W. Perkins, who will bring here a consignment 
of M. C. Moore’s horses and those of his own. will 
arrive tomorrow. There are some useful racers in 
the band and they will find ample opjiortunity during 
the meeting. Jockey Walter Andress came yos- 
tetrday from Lexington and will lie the chief rider 
for the stable. Jockey W. Meehan, who is under 
. , contract to Mr. Combs, whose horses will also be 
trained by Perkins, arrived last Wednesday. 

Francis .1. Pons shipped some of his racers from 
his farm in Madison. Teun., yesterday. The horses 
are due here Saturday. 

G. W. Scott will send here five horses he now has 
at Dallas. Texas. They will reach the Fair Grounds 
next Monday. 

Another extensive string that is scheduled to 
arrive Sunday is that of G. W. Wingfield. Nevada 
mine owner and sportsman, who is bending every 
effort to help n*store the sport iu this <*ountry and 
recently expended a large sum in England for choice 
racing and breeding material. He will send here 
fifteen horses, all said to be in prime condition to 
race. The horses will come from San Francisco, 
where Mr. Wingfield played a prominent part in 
re-establishing racing during the exposition.

The Fair Grounds track continues lightning fast 
and trials of half miles under oO are frequent. 

The weather is ideal. 

General Manager Murphy, who arrived yester- 
dav. was highly pleased with the amount of pre- 
liminary work done in connection with the meeting 
and is’ bending every effort to relieve the stable 
congestion, brought on bv the excessive applica- 
tions for stall rr*om here. There are now nearly 
five hundred horses at the track and every train 
brings additions. Judge Murphy anticipates the 
greatest meeting in the history of winter rac- 
ing and tbo indications are that his belief will 
turn ont to be correct.

Somewhat contrary to previously formed expectations, there was a considerable falling off in the aver- 
age value and total product of stake raws run in the United States and Canada in 1915, as compared witih 
1914. The fact that in the process of adjustment to the conditions of the time there were forty-nine fewer 
stake raves run accounts for most of the difference in values. In such few announcements of stakes for 
1916 as have been made, there is a manifest tendency in the way of increases. The raising of the Hopeful 
Stakes at Saratoga to the value of $17,500 is a case in point and an indication of a spirit of confidence 
probably to be emulated by the officials of racing organizations in general. The number of stake races run 
in North America, with their average and aggregate values for the years from 1906 to 1915, inclusive, are 
as follows:

In the racing of the year only four events exceeded $10,000 in value, with the Futurity’s $16,590 top- 
ping the list. The Kentucky Derby, Kentucky Handicap and Latonia Derby were the other three. Be- 
tween that value and a minimum of $4,000 were the Breeders’ Futurity at Lexington, Cincinnati Trophy at 
Latonia. Grand Union Hotel Stakes at Saratoga, Hopeful Stakes at Saratoga, Homebred Produce Stakes at 
Belmont Park. King’s Plate at Toronto. Saratoga Special at Saratoga and the Toronto Cup at Toronto. In 
comparison with years not far away this is not an impressive showing by any means. But owners have 
shown the true spirit of the turf iu contending as keenly for their honors as they did when a Sheepshead 
Bay program alone would have shown more stake races of greater values. The majority of the racing 
organizations of the United States and Canada throve so greatly in 1915 that it is only reasonable to ex- 
pect that a provision of new stake races may be one of the features calling for the consideration of owners 
in 1916. All the stake races of the year aTe presented here in alphabetical older, with handicaps indicated 
L-y the asterisk (*), selling races by the single dagger (f), and jumping races by the double dagger ($): 



The meeting just ended at Bowie lias been highly 
successful even beyond the expectations of its pro- 
moters. The racing was without a blemish, and 
while not so many liorses of class were engaged, 
big fields of well-matched entries made the contests 
unusuallv close and exciting. The attendance held 
up wonderfully, and the interest seemed to increase 
as the meeting went on. There is an undenably 
healtbv interest in racing both in Washington and 
Baltimore, and with better transportation facilities 
Bowie is destined to catch as big crowds as Laurel 
or Pimlico. The management has every reason to 
congratulate itself on putting in the mutuels. which 
it did with some misgiving. The new method of 
lieiuug has taken wonderfully with the public, and 
the net results to the association have been flat- 
tering. The meeting was well managed in every 
particular, and Manager O’Hara and his associates 
have given the public one of the cleanest meetings 
ever seen in Maryland.

Fran- 
cis played the part of pacemaker, but was no match 
for Dundreary when the latter challenged in thy 
stretch. The Long castoff went on to victory by 
himself. 

Orimar Lad was a pronounced choice for the 
third race, but the finish found him last. He was 
sadly deficient in speed. Bevelry James, which 
had come in for staunch backing at lilieral odds, 
came with a rush through the stretch, passed the 
pacemakers. Category and Uncle Jimmie Gray, and 
had no serious opposition at the end. 

Yorkville won the fifth race and was bid np from 
$500 to $S0o by Elijah Brewster. He was retained 
by J. C. Kirkpatrick, who claimed the horse in 
his last start from S. Sadlo. 

It was announced that the races hereafter will 
start each day at 2:30 o’clock.

READY FOR ACTION AT HAVANA NOW. 



Havana. Cuba, December 3. — The Cuban racing 
season will open in the proverbial blaze of glory 
on Thursday. December 16. and if present indica- 
tions may be relied npon. will far eclipse, in every 
detail, the initial meeting at Oriental Park, which 
opened in January of the present year. The track 
itself will be in much better condition. A deep 
layer of soil composed of sand and clay has been 
put on the track and harrowed and rolled until 
today it is as fast as any track on the American 
or Canadian circuits. Owners already here with 
more than two hundred thoroughbreds are enthusias- 
tic in their praise of the management for the great 
improvements made in the track, and it is en- 
tirely safe to predict that new records will lie 
common occurences during the meeting. 

Much attention has been paid to the grounds 
and the grandstand. The latter has been repainted 
and many features added to make that structure 
more attractive, all having been done with a 
view to added comfort and convenience of the 
patrons. Flowers and shrubbery have been gener- 
ously planted all over the grounds and by the 
opening day Oriental Park will be one of the most 
attractive race courses in the world. 

As was the ease last winter, both styles of betting 
will be used. Judging from applications and in- 
formation in the hand of officials of the Cuba- 
American Jockey Club, tliere will lie no less than 
twenty bookmakers in line on one side of the 
spacious ring, while seventeen pari-mutuel machines 
of the Haehmeister type of the latest model will 
occupy the opposite side of the ring. Tlie new 
machines arrived several days ago and are now 
being installed by competent mechanics. 

Owner H. G. Bedwell, who was the leading purse 
winner here at the last meetiug. has arrived with 
twenty-six horses. G. W. J. Bissell, the Pitts- 
burgh millionaire manufacturer, is here with twelve 
horses in charge of trainer James Gass. Both 
of these owners have expressed themselves as 
being much pleased with the improvements made 
in the condition of the track and the convenient 
manner in which owners and their horses are being 
transported to Havana from the states.

San Francisco, Calif., December 3.— The preser- 
vation of the exposition mile race track, with tue 
modern athletic field and polo grounds in the infield, 
is the object of a campaign that is being started 
by the Golden Gate Thoroughbred Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation. Secretary James C. Nealon has announced 
that the members of the organization that staged 
the successful turf revival are already at work to 
endeavor to keep intact the beautiful racing course 
by the Golden Gate. 

The mile track is located in the Presidio reserva 
tion and It will be necessary to secure the per- 
mission of the government to preserve the modern 
plant over which the famous trotters, pacers and 
thoroughbreds of tbe country raced during the ex- 
(Misitiou. The argument is being made that the 
government could utilize the race track for a 
parade aud drill grounds and use the athletic field 
and polo grounds for the recreation of the men in 
the service. 

President Charles W. Clark of the Breeders’ As 
sociation is at present in Montana and immediately 
u|K»n his return Secretary Nealon says the matter 
will be taken up with the proper authorities at 
Washington. D. C. W. P. Maxwell, builder and 
superintendent of the track, reported yesterday 
that he will continue to keep the course 1 in con- 
dition after the exposition closes. D. O. Lively, 
chief of the live stock department at the expo- 
sition, is in favor of preserving the track, and 
points out the many uses that the government could 
make of the tieautiful mile circle that was made 
of swamp land which was practically waste. 

Thousands of dollars were spent in creating the 
raw course. The track' was built by an expert 
and is pronounced one of the best in the country, 
considering the handicaps the men were up against. 
Sii|>erinteiident Maxwell says that a new covering 
could be jHit on the track to make it one of the 
fastest ami safest on the coast. 

With Eineryville dismantled and Ingleside long 
since cut up for a residence district there remain 
only the exjiosition and Tanforan race tracks around 
Sau Francisco. Tanforan has been on the market 
and local horsemen may find themselves without a 
place to race their thoroughbreds. The Breeders’ 
Association seems to realize this and will make a 
fight to preserve the exiiosition plant. 

Fifteen head of George Wingfield’s select thor- 
oughbreds that have been wintering at Pleasanton 
were shipped to New Orleans Monday to prepare 
for the owning of the meeting on New Year’s Day. 
Trainer George II. St rate had a string of thirty 
to sort out and he picked the ones that are best 
advanced in their training. 

Celesta, the great five-year-old mare, heads the 
band, and is expected to be a sensation on the 
eastern turf. None of the English-bred horses 
was taken, as they had a hard voyage across the 
Atlantic and are hardly up to a race as yet. Later 
on in the year Strate plans to send for Honey- 
wood and campaign the four-year-old stallion on 
the metropolitan tracks. 

Dick Dwyer, who officiated for many years as 
starter at Emeryville and other California racing 
centers, may be engaged to be an official at Tia 
Juana. James W. Ooffroth, president of the Jockey 
Club, had a talk with Dwyer before leaving for 
San Diego, and is counting on using the former 
starter as paddock judge and tinier. 

Some of the equipment of old Emeryville will 
be found at tbe Southern California track. The 
tiookmakers’ stands will be familiar pieces of 
furnishings at Tia Juana.

GENERAL NEW8 NOTES OF THE DAY 



At New York yesterday the jury in the United 
Mates District Court returned a verdict of guilty 
against Dr. Karl Buenz and three other officials of 
the Hamburg- American line. The four defendants 
were charged with conspiracy to deceive and de- 
fraud the United States government by obtaining 
clearances fc** relief ships laden with coal and 
other supplies sailing from American ports for 
Herman cruisers in the Atlantic early in the war. 
The maximum penalty for each indictment is two 
years’ imprisonment and $ 10 .<K )0 fine. Sentences 
■were not im|»osed at once liecause of the late hour 
wl.eji the verdict was reached. Judge Howe de- 
fend'd until today a hearing on exitected motions to 
•let / aside the verdict and arrest judgment. A date 
i%U»*ssi«g sentence will then be designated. The 
jury is reiHirted to have taken only one ballot anj 
this after several hours of discussion of the evi- 
dence. It was given the case at 2:40 o’ccloek in 
the afternoon. The foreman. George W. Palmer, 
announced the verdict at 10:10 at night. An ap- 
|H*al. it seemed certain, will be made to the Fed- 
eral Court of Apiieals and. in case the verdict is 
upheld, to the Supreme Court of the United States. 
Meantime the defendants will probably remain nl 
liberty under $5,000 bail each. The four defendants 
affected by the verdict are: Dr. Karl Ruenz. man- 
aging director of the llamburg-American line in 
New York city, and former German consul general; 
George Hotter, general superintendent of the lino; 
Adolph Haciimeister, general purchasing agent; 
Joseph Poppinghaus. a former officer in the German 
navy and at present a second officer in the llamburg- 
American line. The jury returned a verdict of 
guilty on each of two indictments. A fifth de- 
fendant. Felix Seffner, supercargo on one of the 
neutral' steamers sent to supply the German fleet, 
was not brought to trial. He was captured by the 
British while on his errand of relief and is at 
present a prisoner in a Canadian detention camp. 

Vigorous representations will be made to Great 
Britain by the United States against the requisition- 
ing of the American steamship Hocking without 
prize <*ourt proceedings. This became known today 
after the receipt of official confirmation from Ameri- 
«-an Consul-General Young at Halifax of reports that 
tin* Hocking had been held. The ship has been de- 
tained at Halifax since her seizure by a British 
Warship while on route from New York to Norfolk. 
Ambassador Page at London had already been in- 
structed to make vigorous protest if unofficial re- 

K irts that Great Britain intended to requisition the 
ocking were found to he true. It is sujiposed that 
he has received confirmation in London, although no 
word had come from him early yesterday. The 
action of Great Britain is to lie vigorously contested 
as In violation of international law. A demand 
will lie made, it is understood, that tlie ship lie 
retained in prize court on tin* charge that she is 
partly German-owned and that the court act prompt 
i.v in the case. The representations probably will 
include also the cases of the Genesee and the Kan- 
kakee which also are owned by the American 
Transatlantic company. The state department had 
lieen notified by the company that the Genesee at 
St. Lucia West Indies, had been requisitioned and 
that the Kankakee, now en route to Tort Stanley, 
Falkland Islands, would lie requisitioned. 

The state department announced formally late 
yesterdav that it had asked for the recall of Capt. 
Rov-Kd and (’apt. von Papen. naval and military 
attaches, respectively, of the German embassy here, 
because of the -objectionable activities in connec- 
tion with military and naval matters.” Secretary 
Lansing is understood to have informed Count von 
Rernstorff. the German ambassador, that Capt. Boy- 
Ed. naval attache to the German embassy, had 
rendered himself iiersona non grata to the United 
States government as the result of his connection 
with the conspirators of the llamburg-American 
line, who Thursday were found guilty iu New York. 
The state department was lielieved to be of the 
opinion that as Capt. Boy Ed liad admitted his 
connections with the financing of the operations 
which the New York jury gave a verdict as being il- 
legal there was nothing else to do but inform the 
German government of its views. By informing the 
ambassador that the attache is persona non grata, 
the United States leaves it with the German gov- 
ernment as to the manner in which Capt. Roy-Ed 
shall terminate his connection with the embassy. 
This is the usual diplomatic procedure in the case 
of an attache of an embassy or a legation whom the 
United States finds objectionable. 

There will be no delav in delivery of steel for 
battleships Nos. 4.1 and 44. if the government under- 
takes their construction in navy yards. Bids from 
eleven steel companies, opened yesterday at the navy 
department, all offered to liegin delivery within 
six months, and <*omplete it within two years. 
Prices show an apparent increase of from thirty 
to forty lier cent over material purchased for the 
battleship California more than a year ago. The 
jVamegie Steel Company apparently was the lowest 
bidder for most of the steel needed, which runs 
into inanv millions of pounds. The American Steel 
Foundries of Chester. Pa., was low bidder for steel 
castings, and the Carbon Steel Company of Pitts- 
burgh was low for nickel steel plates. 

From Berlin comes a report saying: An utter 

defeat of a British force in Mesopotamia, with a 
loss of 5,000 officers and men in a battle that 
raged from November 23 to November 26. is re- 
counted in a report sent from Turkish headquarters 
as given out by the Overseas Agency. Turkish 



troops on the Irak front are pursuing the British 
to make their defeat more complete, says the re- 
port. The British were unable to stop their re- 
treat in the fortified town of Azizi, which the Turks 
captured. They therefore tried to halt ten miles 
southwest of the town, but a sudden Turkish attack 
the night of November 30 forced them farther back 
in the direction of Kut-El-Amara, 105 miles south 
of Bagdad. 

A dispatch from Vienna of yesterday says: “Ital- 
ian assaults on Goritz are iu progress more violently 
than ever today. The Italians apparently were re- 
organizing their forces during the lull yesterday and 
resumed the assault, according to the Austrian war 
office under cover of a dense fog. With the mist 
so thick that the opposing troops could see eacn 
other oulv at short range, the Austrians are de- 
clared to have beaten back all attacks on the bridge- 
head. Repulse is reported also of three assaults on 
the Austrian line in the Oslavia district and of of- 
fensives at Tolmino and Marzlivrh.” 

When the Illinois tax commission meets, which 
probably will he today, the state tax rate for the 
current year will he given a raise. This was 
learned yesterdav. The new rate promises to be 
not less' than fifty-five cents on the $100 of as- 
sesed valuation; it may be raised to sixty cents, 
the preference of State Treasurer Russel. The 
two democrats on the commission. Governor Dunne 
and Auditor Brady, are said to incline toward the 
fifty-five-cent rate. Last year’s rate was forty- 
eight cents. 

The London Morning Post says it has been in- 
formed officiallv that the statement of Richard G. 
Wagner, president of the American Transatlantic 
Company, that the British government has requisi- 
tioned the Hocking, Genesee and Kankakee is un- 
true. Ambassador Page has received no informa- 
tion in regard to the report received by the 
American state department that the British gov- 
ernment has requisi toned steamships of the Ameri- 
can Transatlantic Company. 

Canadian hankers have agreed to co-operate to 
extend credits to Great Britain to help pay shell 
orders placed in Canada. Britain has paid Canada 
cash for munitions and has loaned the Dominion 
$150,000,060 for war operations. Until the end of 
tl»e war Ibe process will be reversed. It is es- 
timated that by the end of 1916 Canada will have 
spent $400,000,600 on war e\|>enscs and will have 
manufactured for Great Britain to the value of 
$600,000,000. 

Members of the Serbian chamber of deputies 
and the minister of war have arrived at Snloniki, 
while the minister of finance is at Fiorina, Greece, 
fifteen miles soutlieast of Monastir. Other Serbian 
governmental offices now at Elbassan and Koritsa 
will be removed to Albania. 

Premier Asquith yesterday finally disposed of 
rumors that Lord Kitchener had withdrawn from the 
cabinet. Answering a query addressed to him in 
the house of commons, the prime minister stated 
that Kitchener “has resumed his duties as war 
minister.” 

The British steamship Langton Hall has been 
sunk by a submarine in the Mediterranean. Part 
of her crew has reached land. The Langton Hall 
was a vessel of 4,437 tons, bound from Calcutta to 
New York. 

Sergeant Georges Carpentier, champion heavy- 
weight pugilist of Europe, now attached to the 
French aviation corps, has been decorated with the 
military cross for brilliant and daring reconnais- 
sances in an aeroplane. 

W. TTALT. WALKER’S GIFT TO ENGLAND. 

A dispatch from London conveys the interesting 
information that Colonel William Hall Walker, 
member of Parliament, has presented to the nation 
liis famous breeding farm for race horses at Tully, 
Kildare, Ireland, and his training stables at Russ- 
ley Parks. Wiltshire, the government undertaking 
to purchase the land at its own valuation. 

Colonel Walker’s stable includes the stallions 
White Eagle, which won the City and Suburban 
Handicap at Epsom in 1909. and Royal Realm, 
another great stake horse, and some of the most 
famous broodmares in the country. 

The valuation of the stable before the war was 
£200,000 < $1,000,000 ». and had Colonel Walker’s 
offer to the government not been accepted the 
liorses would have been sold on Friday at New- 
market. It is estimated that even at the present 
time they would have brought $500,000. 

The acceptance bv the government means that 
it intends to initiate state horse breeding, as is 
done by the governments of France, Russia and 
Germany. Heretofore, many of the best horses in 
England have been sold abroad, but with the gov- 
ernment in the market it is believed these prac- 
tices will be stopped, or that at least the pick of 
the horses on sale will find their way to the gov- 
ernment breeding farms.

GREAT OPPORTUNITY NOW IN SIGHT. 



Something About the Blood Lines of England’s Best 
Families of Thoroughbreds. 



“The opportunity that just now presents itself 
to lovers of the thoroughbred horses in America, 
to secure represent aives from the best racing fami- 
lies in England, is one that should not he over- 
looked or neglected,” writes Charley Brossman. 
from Columbus, O. 

“There never has been such a chance to purchase 
at a reasonable price horses that in other years 
would he unattainable because they would not be 
for sale at any price. England is the home of 
the thoroughbred horse, by breeding to the win- 
ners of the classic events, daughters of producing 
families, carefully selected, they have produced a 
s|>ee<ly, game, vigorous, rugged breed that are su- 
perior to the horses of any other country. Horse 
racing is a national sport in England, encouraged 
by the government, the King himself maintaining 
an extensive breeding establishment. The Derby 
has been annually run since 17S0, when It was 
won by Diomed. by Florizel. which was afterward 
imported into the United States and the impress 
of his blood is still felt in this country through 
the line of Diomed, Sir Archy. Timoleon. Boston. 
Lexington, etc. The second Derby in 1781 was 
won by Young Eclijise, by Eclipse. Allabaculla, by 
Sampson, won the first St. Leger in 1776. 

“In 1779 Bridget, by Herod, won the first English 
Oaks and the second was won in 1780 by Teetotum, 
by Matchem. Breeders in any country today are 
pleased to trace the pedigrees of their horses as 
many times as possible to Herod. Matchem and 
Eclipse and the blood of the descendants of these 
great sires is more potent today than it was over 
one hundred years ago. 

“All students of the breeding problem will agree 
that there are certain crosses or ’nicks of blood* 
as they are called, that are compatible and when 
brought together produce an individual of greater 
worth than either of the parents. It is the kind 
of a cross that breeders say ‘breeds on.’ In this 
country it was first noticed in the Glencoe — Levia- 
than cross, then the Lexington — Glencoe, Vandal — 
Margrave. Leamington — Lexington. Bonnie Scotland 
— Lexington, etc., and so on through tlie sons and 
daughters of these famous horses, hut it Is a ques- 
tion if any blood line stands out more prominently 
in America than that founded by Glencoe. Glencoe. 
Vandal, Virgil. Hindoo, Hanover and their illustri- 
ous sons and daughters made a line of thoroughbred 
race horses that have stood the test and were not 
excelled liy the horses of any couutry. 

“In the early history of English racing it was 
found that Eclipse crossed best with the daughters 
of his old-time rival Herod. Later on the popular 
cross was Sultan — Whisker, then Stoekwell — Mel- 
bourne. Hermit — Stoekwell. etc. Now St*»ckwcll 
was out of Pocahontas, a daughter of Glencoe, 
and what a lot of giants of the turf descended from 
him. Stoekwell, Bend, Or. Ormonde, the un- 
lM*aten. known as the horse of the century, all trace 
to Stoekwell. Another Stoekwell line that was 
very prepotent was Stoekwell, Blair Athol. Prince 
Oiarlie, etc. Almost any son of Prince Charlie 
tliat was ever tried in the stud sired not only good 
race liorses, hut champions. There are numerous 
other excellent male lines that have made records 
ou tlic English turf. Among the number that stand 



out prominently is the one to Newminster. by 
Touchstone out of the great race mare Beeswing, 
Touchstone. Newminster, Lord Clifden, Hampton 
etc. What an array of prominent sires. Another 
prominent sire family that must not he overlooked 
is that of Voltigeur. by Voltaire, out of Martha 
Lynn. Voltaire. Voltigeur, Vedette. Galopin, St. 
Simon, etc. some of the greatest horses ever on the 
English turf trace to this line of sires. It is 
well known among students of the breeding problem 
that more than three-fourths of the best race horses 
[ trace to a limited number of great broodmares, 
mares that may he said to have founded racing 
families, showing a superiority of certain families 
in the maternal line. Among the best in America 
is Ihe Levity. Miss Obstinate. Young Maid of the 
Oaks. Gallopade. Magnolia. Marie West, etc., and 
from these mares and their descendants have come 
the major part of the best race horses that ever 
trod the American turf. In England Prunella, by 
Highflyer, was the first to attract marked attention 
in this regard. She was the dam of Parasol. Waxy, 
Pope Joan and Pelisse, and was ably succeeded by 
her daughter Penelope in tlie gift of^ transmitting 
speed, which was the dam of the Derby winners 
Whalebone, 1810. and Whisker, 1S15, also Web, 
Wire, Wofull and Windfall. 

“Web foaled Filigree and Trampoline and Fili- 
gree foaled Cobweb, which in turn foaled the in- 
vincible Bay Middleton, while Trampoline foaled 
our own great imported Glencoe, and this family 
descending through Prunella in the female line, 
has continued to furnish England with its mightiest 
equine champions. Queen Mary is another instance 
that attracts attention. In addition to being the 
dam of the two great race horses and sires. Bonnie 
Scotland and Balrownie, her famous daughters 
were Blink Bonny. Bonny Bell. Blooming Heather, 
Haricot. Braxey. etc., and all have bred on. 

“Emma, by Whisker, is another case in point. 
She produced two Derby winners in Miiudig. 1835, 
and Cotherstoue. 1843, which also won the Two 
Thousand Guineas the same year. Slo* also pro- 
duced imported Trustee and Mowerinn. d im of West 
Australian: also Jeunala. whose daughter, Gruyere, 
foaled Parmesan. Pocahontas, by Glencoe, is. how- 
ever. one of the most celebrated of all the brood- 
mares in the stud books. Her sons were race 
horses and sires of the highest type and her female 
descendants have carried on the succession. A de- 
scription of the good race horses that trace to 
Pocahontas would fill a volume, and her name <•.*111 
not appear too many times in a pedigree. The 

Agnes family. Alice Hawthorn. St. Angela and 
others, have each contributed their share toward 
making the records of the English turf famous all 
over the world, and for the honor of winning one 
of their classic events many wealthy men would 
give a fortune. So it will eventually be in this 
country — sportsmen, men of leisure and wealth, 
will enter racing for recreation and will vie 

with each other for the honor of wincing a 

Derby or great handicap, and will pay fabulous 
prices for horses that they think can deliver the 
prize. On account of the war there is now the 

best opportunity ever offered for American race 
horse men to go to England and secure some of 
these well-formed and royally-bred youngsters, race 
them for several years ami eventually they will 
find their way to the breeding farms of the country, 
thereby building up a great industry and at the 
same time securing pleasure, profit and fame, and 
have the satisfaction of doing something to help 
improve the breed of liorses in this country.*’
